Party” in Iliinoi.s this year, .sanctioned by the Illinois 
Federation of Labor. 
After a day entirely devoted to 
iijihtinii the (juestion, the forty-first annual federation 
convention late this afternoon voted it down, 45G to 65. 


Debate bri.stled with personalities and ended 
late 
today and opened at noon v/ith appeals for hearing on 
“ per.sonal privilege.” 
Rulings from the chair by President 
John li. Walker were apparently 
acceptable thruout, 
altho he led the fight against t^e proposal. 
His rulings 
frequently drew cheers and “hurrah for Jack.” 


When a roar of votes, vivi voce, downed “resolution 
13” and a comparatively weak response followed when 
the “nays” were called. President Walker commented, 
“the chair is in doubt” and gave the order for the count.
